SC1ENTIST'S*NOVEL TEST. 


Carried I/arv/c BTc'xt His Skin and 


Hatdied t>nt"SIotli»j 


Carrying the larvae of peach moths 


around next the skin of his body in or- 
der to prematurely hatch the insect is 
the sacrifice to science which Entomol- 
ogist Warren T. Clark of the Univer- 
sity of California made in order to con- 
duet an experiment, _says a San Fran- 
cisco speciaj'to therfSt'" Louis Republic. 
The result was a-sWcess. and the loss 
of fruit from this pest, it is estimated, 
will be reduced from 60 to 11% per 
cent. 


Professor Clark recently returned 


from Newcastle, iu the northern part 
of the state, where be went to study 
the means of checking the ravages of 
the peach moth, lie noticed that the 
winter spraying the orchardists did 
had no influence on the pest, since the 
worms were buried beneath the bark. 
Then in order to determine whether 
the warmth of spring would bring out 
the larvic he transformed himself into 
i>:\ incubator, with the happy result 
tbnt the worms did appear. 


Since the experiment demonstrated 


that spring spraying was the most ef- 
fective that period of the year will 
henceforth be the spraying period, and 
the loss to the peach crop, which has' 
heretofore been enormous, will be 
greatly diminished.

RAILROAD BELOW THE SEA, 


Engineering; Feat Now Under Way 


by the City of Bos-toii.1'• 


t The first tunnel,for rail-nayi, jraific 
tmder tidewater in an open harbor is 
now being built toy the city < of "Boston 
to connect its §ubv,-ay and..elevated 
cysteni with Koodle island. 


The tunnel 'is being -constructed for 


the use of the Boston elevated road, 
which comprehends practically the 
•whole transportation system of the 
city, and Trill provide a double track 
for cars, •which •will be operated by 
electricity. The section of the tunnel 
under the free water of the harbor is 
to be something over half a mile in 
length, and, including approaches, it is 
estimated that the v,-ho!e work -will 
cost about §2,000,000. The upper sur- 
face of the tunnel -will be sixty feet 
below mean high water and will be not 
less than twenty-two feet below the 
bottom of the present channel, which 
•will allow a possible draft of over 
fifty feet at mean low water, or enough 
for the heaviest imaginable commerce. 
The exterior diameter of the tunnel is 
about two feet greater than that of the 
Blackwall tunnel under the Thames at 
London, and its interior diameter is, 
respectively, 15 and 20 per cent greater 
than the diameter of the St. Glair tun- 
nel at Fort Huron, Mich., and the tun- 
nel under the Hudson river. 


The method of construction adopted 


is entirely novel for submarine work., 
Two parallel drifts are run "ahead'of 
the tunnel, in which the side walls arc 
built. Resting on these side walls is a 
steel shield, semicircular in form to fit 
the arch of the tunnel, which is forced 
into the blue clay of the heading by 
sixteen hydraulic jacks, exerting a 
combined force of over 1,200 ions. The 
tunnel receives its exact shape and 
size by the cutting edge of the shield, 
under which u monolithic concrete 
r.rch is constructed. 
The hydraulic 


jacks are an interesting feature of the 
work, since each of them bus a capac- 
ity of seventy-five tons, although as a 
rule they are only called oa to exert 
a pressure of from twelve to fifteen 
tons.—Leslie's Weekly.

Prehistoric Treasure Discovered 


Near Chillicothe, O. 


GREAT INDIAN MOUMD OPENED UP

Site—Curlon* Specimens Unearthed. 
Within five miles or Chillicothe, O., 


lias been discovered and explored an 
Indian mound which is pronounced by 
experts the richest in relics of pre- 
historic times ever uncovered iu that 
section of the country. 


Chillicothe, which is-the burial place 


of. five former governors of Ohio and 
of- Logan, the celebrated Indian chief, 
is surrounded within a--territory of 
thirty miles by. thousands of these 
mounds. This latest • discovery was 
brought to light through the efforts of 
Dr. William C. Mills, curator and di- 
rector of field explorations of the Ohio 
State Archaeological society, sa?s the 
New York World. The society in the 
last ^ew years has been making a 
thorough investigation of all mounds, 
and while pursuing his,work in this 
locality Dr. Mills ran across the 
mound, which lies in a rather, unfre- 
quented spot and has passed unnoticed. 


"The- Archaeological society obtained 


permission from Mr. Adam Gardner, 
the owner of the land, to open up the 
mound. 
Half a''score of men were 


soon put to work" on it. The excava- 
tion was conducted under the direction 
of Dr. Mills, who before a week elapsed 
eaw that he had made one of the 
richest archaeological "finds" in years. 


The mound was 70 feet in diameter 


and rtyt feet high, constructed of three 
distinct burial grounds and surrounded 


. by an aboriginal village site. It is sit- 


uated on an elevation comprising some 
fifteen acres and commanding an ex- 
cellent view both up and down the 
fertile Scioto valley. The entire west 
Bide of this .elevation slopes precipitous- 
ly to the water's edge, and it is at this 
point that tbe channel of the Scioto 
tiyer-is deepest. 


Crbwhing this elevation, not a hun- 


dred feet from the steep bank and just 
on the skirt of a- small wood, arose 
the proturberance which has proved 
such a treasure trove for the Archaeo- 
logical society. 


"It'-was the queerest mound I ever 


saw," said Dr. Mills, "and in some re- 
spects^ will be the most valuable ever 
opened in this section of the country. 


• One unusual circumstance was that it 


,was filled from tog to bottom with 
bones of all kinds.' "They" were taken 
out -with Almost every shovel of earth 
down to flvfe feet below the surface. 
Although I have opened many mounds, 
this is the first time I have ever seen 
bones thrown together promiscuously. 
We were able to" fill barrels and bar- 
rels with them. The bones were most- 
ly those of deer, elks, bears, raccoons, 
beavers, wildcats, mountain lions and 
also of various kinds of fish. 


"Some bones were fashioned into ag- 


ricultural implements. 
Innumerable 


needles or perforators of various kinds 
.were taken out 
Many of these had 


been made from the "teeth-of animals. 
fine particularly interesting and pretty 
''specimen of the mound builders' in- 
genuity and delicate workmanship was 
an awl made entirely from the bone 
of a deer found at tbe head of a skele- 
ton. It was almost sixteen inches in 
length and the-thickness of an ordinary 
lead pencil. On the handle was carved 
the almost perfect head of a fox. Con- 
sidering, tbe fact that these people 
;were unacquainted with the use of 
steel tools, this intricate work is some- 


marvelous. ' 


" "We have taken out thirty-nine skel- 
etons, and what I consider a peculiar 
feature of the burial ground is that 
there was one skeleton and only one 
at the base, the-majority of them be- 
ing discovered either four feet above 
or four feet below that point. It is no 
strange occurrence to find skeletons at 
the base, but they are never found sin- 
gly, and I am unable to account for it 
In this instance." 


The'workmen started digging at the 


apex and a skull was struck by a pick 
when they bad gone about four feet 
Into the ground. After that the buri- 
als were disclosed at much the same 
distance apart, most of them lying in 


84 feet long by 23 feet wide. Under- 
neath this uoor the iiit-n came UCTOBS 
the old village ash pits, which proved 
conclusively that the elevation had 
been an aboriginal village site. Those 
ash pits are circular excavations about 
4 feet in diameter and 5 feet deep, 
into which was thrown all the refuse 
from the village homes. In many of 
these pits were found quantities of 
shelled e»rn which had become car- 
bonized. 


"This corn," explained Dr. Mills, 


"clearly dispels the idea that all mound 
builders were of a roviug disposition, 
Ignorant of agriculture and existing en- 
tirely on fish and game. On the con- 
trary,-many were of an advanced civ- 
ilization, building villages for them- 
selves and tilling the soil with tools 
manufactured out of stone and shells." 


Another remarkable find was a dis- 


coidal stone bedded in the asbcs over 
a skeleton. The stone was four inches 
in diameter and chipped into cylin- 
drical shape, concave on both sides, 
with a small hole in the center. It is 
thought stones of that nature were 
used by the warriors in one' of their 
James. 


The fact that so many ocean shells 


were discovered proves almost beyond 
cavil, the experts say, that many tribes 
of traders roamed over the continent. 
The pottery bears a striking resem- 
blance to that made in Central Amer- 
ica, and this strongly bears out the 
dea that the mound builders were a 
Branch of the ancient inhabitants of 
that country and of Mexico.

NEW AUTOMOBILE DEVICE. 


Architect Hodgson's Invention Reg- 


isters Speed of Machines. 


E. J: Hodgson, a Minneapolis arclii- 
ect, has invented a speed register "for 
utoraobiles, the use of which, if re- 
nired by city governments, may solve 
le problem of keeping the "devils" 


within bounds as to speed. 


The inventor, according to the New 


York Times, has applied to the patent 
office 'for patents on registers which, 
attached to automobiles, may be seen 
from the side of the street by pedes- 
trians, who may know at just what 
speed a machine is traveling. A po- 
liceman can, therefore, tell at a glance 
the rate at which a machine is going, 
and if the speed ordinance is, being 
violated he can make an arrest on the 
spot and have the registered speed for 
evidence The registers have two di- 
als, one showing the speed up to thirty- 
sis miles an hour and the other any- 
thing higher than that The registers 
are so arranged that in case of aa ac- 
cident one of the hands locks at the 
point registered when tbe accident oc- 
.curred, thus ; showing whether the 
speed was too high or not 


If automobilists 
are required to 


equip their machines with such de- 
vices, says Mr. Hodgson, they will be 
more careful as to violations of ordi- 
nances.

Cliarlcd R. Flint'* Aquatic 'Wonder 


TravclM a Mile In One Minute and 
Thirty-two Second* on the HuUnou. 
Too Fast For the Camera—Little 
Flier's Dimensions. 


Charles R. Flint's yacht, the Arrow, 


has just proved herself the fastest bout 
afloat, far surpassing the best Ameri- 
can record and exceeding by two miles 
an hour the world's record, held by 
the British torpedo boat destroyer Vi- 
per, 
of forty-three miles an hour, says 


the New York llerald. 


In a speed test on the Hudson she 


made a knot in 1m. 32s., equivalent to 
a statute mile in 1m. 19 SO-lOOs. This 
rate of 30 13-100 knots, or 45 G-100 stat- 
ute miles, an hour so far exceeds the 
best time ever made under similar con- 
ditions that it will be taken by yachts- 
men as marking a new era in the con- 
struction of such craft. 


Of American steam vessels the El- 


lidc, owned by B. Burgess Warren of 
Philadelphia and now running on Lake 
George, holds the next best record to 
that of tbe Arrow, but compared with 
the time made the other day is slow. 
The Ellide over the same course used 
by the Arrow made a mile in 1m. 42i/,s., 
corresponding to a' knot in 1m.' 51s,, in 
June, 1897. 
This' is nearly twelve 


miles an hour behind the Arrow's rec- 
ord. 


Next to the Ellide, in American wa- 


ters, is the torpedo boat Porter, built 
by the Herreshoffs, which made a 
speed record of 28 74-100 knots, or 
33 1-10 miles, an hour early in 1807. 


Everything was favorable for break- 


ing the record, and, barring accidents, 
no doubt was entertained that the Ar- 
row would prove her ability to show 
her heels to anything afloat, but her 
owner did not dare hope that she 
would reach the wonderfully high 
speed to which the stop watches bore 
evidence. Jlr. Flint expected that a 
speed of between thirty-eight and forty- 
two miles ail hour would be developed 
and was even willing to allow himself 
to hope that a rate of forty-three miles, 
equal to that of the Viper, would be 
achieved. When the test was finished, 
it was freely admitted by owner and 
designer alike that nothing like the 
forty-five mile rate had been antici- 
pated. 


There could be no more thrilling 


time for any man than the minute and 
a half during which the keen prowed 
yacht drove through the waters of the 
Hudson from the starting line, just 
above the Ardsley club, to n. point near- 
ly opposite the summer home of Miss 
Helen Gould. At railroad speed she 
cut the seas so cleanly that her deck 
was not even damp with spray when 
the test was over. Even at her enor- 
mous speed she preserved her natural 
lines as if she were running only at 
what for her is an ordinary gait of 
twenty^five of thirty miles an hoar.

Here next 
morning the housemaid, coming to 
clean the room, found him absorbed 
in his work.

Professor Virchow's proposal to his

but, backward and bashful,/ he had 
feared to declare his love, 


On the day of his departure for his 


new post as professor of anatomy at 
Wurzburg he made his farewell call 
at the professor's house. Fraulein ilin- 
na accompanied him to the door.
